Meckness a Part of the Clothing 
of a Christian to Wear. 








Take an Inventory of 
Your Life and See 
if it’s Yours. 





It’s just not in some people to 
be what they ought to be. I’ve 
seen them try and try and try 
and then fail. This is serious, 
and I am wondering if it is a 
fact, as some believe, that the 
human race is degenerating. 
But this same condition has ex- 
isted from time untold. History 
discloses the fact of human 
weakness even in kings and 
other high officials. And it may 
not be getting worse in this re- 
spect after all. 


It is a notable fact, demon- 
strated from time immemorial 
that men of iron wills and 
nerves of steel have: had«to 
stand otit agafist thé’ olds’ over 
criticisms, amisrepresentations, } 
false-accusations, and every. op- 
qposition:; under. -heaven. ; One 
‘nian “puts all his strength: - in} 
building up a catise and ‘another 
feels. it.is his, calling. to tear ‘it 
down, And.the worst...feature 
of this ‘is, ‘that it is-often dem- 
onstrated ‘right in - churches 
among the members. 


' Tt ‘was —probably more than 
fifty years ago when G. D. Wat- 
son,,a Methodist minister, em- 
braced. holiness.,. He. thought it 
well to‘ inject the old Methodist 
@octrine into his own ‘church. 
He began to teach it and his 
members began to get the ex- 
perience. .He soon had. his op- 
posers, but.:his.. work. began. to 
show some ‘fruits and his broth- 
er ministers became alarmed. It 
was in the city of. Indianapolis 
where the battle raged severely. 
Brother Watson felt that,it was 
his «mission to spread holiness. 
A certain prominent minister of, 
his own church felt it was his 
‘mission to put down’ holiness} 


and he scorned the very. idea of 


men becoming holy in. this life. 
He preached, he vamped, he 
boasted, he stamped, and de- 
clared he would put down the 


“rotten. .do¢trine” .or die in the 


attempt.

This was said of Moses when 
his: own. sister...and . brother 
spoke against him: But through 
this awful strain “Moses ‘was 
gentle and mild and patient. He 
was.a great Jeader of a,.great 
Many had murmured 
against him, some envied ‘him 
‘and rebelled against him: Others 
offered .untold. criticisms and

But’ now, ever Aaron 
whom the Lord had called to be 
his spokesman. ‘turned ‘against 
him; and Miriam, who had once

Now the Lord does not speak 
to men in these days just as 
He did to Moses, perhaps, but 
whether He does or does not it 
still remains dangerous for men 
to speak against God’s ser- 
vants. And if He becomes an- 
gry and departs from them they 
may be as destitute in a little 
while as Aaron and Miriam. 
Hear Aaron .beg. Moses not to 
lay the sin to their charge, and 
the poor fellow saw himself and 
acknowledged their sin and con- 
fessed they had done foolishly. 
This was indeed a serious time 
for Aaron and Miriam. But Mo- 
ses was calm and gentle and 
even asked the Lord to forgive 
and heal his sister of leprosy. 
But the Lord refused to let the 
matter pass without some retri- 
bution, so she was shut out of 
the camp, and had to remain 
out for seven days bearing her 
terrible condition and punish- 
ment along. And. the whole mul- 
titude had.to,stop their journey

And this all caused because .of 
a few words spoken hastily and‘ 
prompted by a spirit of jealously, 
and the Lord ‘heard it. And of 
course the Lord hears “all. such

them now as well as then. He 
is the same God and His ear is 
never dull of hearing, -And ‘he is 
just as jealous for His faithful 
servants now as He was then. 


-I..do-not..know...the.. extent. of, 


what it would be-to-be as-meek 
as Moses, but the disposition is 
certainly worthy of high rewards 
if; we judge .by the good words 
of the Holy Bible. “The meek 
shall eat and be satisfied,” sang 
the Psalmist in one of his favor- 
ite songs, and this:is only.a be- 
ginning for if: you: listen as the 
evening * shades gather -round, 
and the soft* breezes ‘scarcely 
move'a leaf on the néarby trees, 
it. will thrill. your heart.to. hear 
lines .of, other, verses. from. the 
sweet singer’ of ‘Israel as-'they 
fall upon your ear: “The meek 
will ‘he © (the Lord) guide in} 
judgment ;” “the meek shall in- 
herit ‘the: earth;”’ . “the ..meek 
shall see this “and*‘be'glad;”

Taking all this into consider- 
ation is surely an appeal to take 
an inventory of your life and see 
if it’s you to be as meek as Mo- 
ses, or are you falling short in 
this and thereby losing the re- 
wards which are waiting for the 
meek. Can you keep still when 
you are spoken against, or do 
you rather have a desire for 
revenge and have to say some- 
thing about it? Can you be 
gentle and mild and humble 
while you are spoken against 
or do you have a disposition to 
talk back? Then turn it the 
other way, do you ever speak 
against God’s true saints? Did 
you ever find yourself disrobing 
yourself of your dignity while 
you took a spell of speaking 
against God’s anointed? Did 
you ever say anything that was 
the least bit*like that»spoken ‘by 
Aaron and Miriam ‘when. th 
spoke against. Moses? ‘And 
doing so have you ever caused 
ithe stoppage of the march of 
the hosts of God in their prog- 
ress dirthe gervice-af God? I 
tell “you, “if you: have spoken 
against.oné o Gods meek and 
med servants, God has heard 

apd He will not let such a 
thing Ba: unpunished. Sometime, 
somewhere you will find that 
you have hindered the progress 
of the great Church of God by 
some of your unholy utterances 
and some disease has fastened 
‘upon you and the very one you 
have spoken against will doubt- 
less have to pray for you before 
you are healed, and even then 
you may not be healed until you 
have been put down into shame 
for your disobedience and pride. 


The*same disposition prevails 
now as always. People are 
wounded in the house of their 
friends. But it should not, yea, 
fit must not and does not pre- 
vail among saints.

Ques. In this chapter what does'resemblance through all the earth. 


Jehn mean by the statement, “After 
these things I saw” etc.? 

Ans. He meant after the descrip 
tion given of Mystery, Babylon, in 
chapter seventeen. 

Ques. What did he at once see after 
getting a view of spiritual Babylon as 
shown and explained by one of the 
seven angels? 

Ans. He saw another angel having 
great power and his glory was so 
great that the earth was lightened 
with his glory. Verse 1. 

Ques. What did this mighty angel 
say with a loud voice? 

Ans. He announced that Babylon 
the great is fallen. 

Ques. What does the angel do to il- 
lustrate the overthrow of Babylon? 

Ans. He takes a great stone like un- 
to a great millstone “and cast it into 
the sea, saying, Thus with violence 
shall the great city Babylon be thrown 
down.” Verse 21. 

Ques. Is this chapter to be taken 
literally? 

Ans. Not altogether for the seven- 
teenth chapter is a description of 
spiritual Babylon, the thought carried 
over to chapter 18. 

Ques. How is spiritual Babylon to 
be destroyed? 

Ans. The ten kings are to destroy 
her, they shall eat her flesh and burn 
her with fire. Chapter 17:16. 

Ques. What is the general difference 
in chapters seventeen and eighteen? 

Ans. Chapter seventeen gives the 
description of Babylon in her exist- 
ence while carrying on the abominable 
practices, with a hint of her destruc- 
tion. Chapter eighteen gives the ac- 
tual happenings of her destruction. 

Ques. How is Mystery, Babylon 
(spiritual Babylon), represented in 
chapter seventeen? 

Ans. She is represented by the wo- 
e beast, also as a 
great city. As Jerusalem represents 
literal Israel, New Jerusalem repre- 
sents spiritual Israel, so Babylon rep- 
resents confused, apostate spiritual Is- 
rael, that part of the Laodicean 
church period that goes out in the 
tribulation, that doesn’t repent and do 
the first works. The real spiritual 
people from all denominations will 
have gone in the rapture so at the 
time of the destruction of the Mystery, 
Babylon woman, the tribulation saints 
will have been called out of her in 
the finishing up of the first resurrec- 
tion and rapture and now there will. 
be left a form of backslidden churches 
associated with lodges and orders of 
all descriptions. Those who have de 
pended on them for spiritual strength 
will go down with them. 

Ques. Why is she referred to as a 
city? 

Ans. The antichrist and false proph- 
et will have a central place somewhere, 
so naturally the attention of all his 
subjects. will be turned toward that 
special center. 

Ques. Where will be the place of 
his throne? 

Ans. Some say Jerusalem but I 
think not, yet he will have his image 
placed in the temple at Jerusalem and 
doubtless visit Jerusalem, but we 
think his throne will be some other 
place. Jerusalem will not be de 
stroyed as this city. 

Ques. What other city do some think 
this narrative refers to? 

Ans. Many are teaching that Rome 
is the city referred to. They base 
their argument on the fact that Rome 
has martyred the saints and perse- 
cuted the church. Also the statement 
that she sits on seven hills. This in- 
terpretation is foreign for the angel 
didn’t say hills, but mountains. The 
Greek word for mountain is ORB; 
the Greek word for hill is PAGON. 

Ques. What city could really fill the 
bill? 

Ans. The kings of the earth who 
shall weep over her while she is»go- 
ing down in destruction will refer to 
her as Babylon, that mighty city. 
Verse 10. I conclude that Babylon is 
the city. 

Ques. From the description given 
of her buying and selling in general 
merchandise, what would be the de 
cision concerning this great city? 

Ans. We at once decide that this 
great city is a great commercial city. 

Ques. Could this be said of Rome 
or even Jerusalem? 

Ans. No. But when the nations are 
all headed up under one king, the an- 
tiehrist, and he having control ovér 
the merchandise of the world, that 
none may buy or sell who will nou 
reeeive his mark, that very city where 
his throne wili be placed will become 
the leading commercial city of the 
world. Satan in his great wisdom 
will have it built in the place most 
suited for his great scheme to control 
the world. 

Ques. Has Babylon ever been de- 


. gtreyed as the prophecy decreed that 


it should as going down and being as 
Sodom and Gomorrah? See Jer. 51: 
24-26; Isa. 14:22,23. 

Ans. No. Sodom and Gomorrah went 
down and the place where they stood, 
the dead sea occupies, but there is a 
eity now on the place where Rabylon 
was located. 

Ques. According to all that is 
prephesied ‘concerning the overthrow 
of the city of Babylon, has it been 
fulfilled yet? 

Ans. No. Only partially fulfilled. 

Ques. How could it ever be fulfilled 
completely? 

Ans. Babylon would have to be re 
built. 

Ques. What did Zechariah see after 
giving a description of the two wit-

The earth will at the first three ana 
a half years be completely swayed un- 
der commercial feats and spiritual 
activities, especially in a formal way. 

Ques. What did Zechariah especially 
notice? 

Ans. He saw two women having 
wings carrying this ephah between 
them and he noticed especially the 
wind within their wings, he also saw 
a talent of lead, and he cast it into 
the midst of the ephah. 

Ques. What did he say the lead was? 

Ans. He said it was wickedness, al- 
so the woman that sitteth in the midst 
of the ephah. 

Ques. What did the angel tell Zech- 
ariah that the women were going to 
do with the ephah? 

Ans. They were taking it with the 
woman and wickedness within it to 
build it an house in the land of Shinar. 

Ques, Where is it to be placed after 
arriving at the land of Shinar? 

Ans. He said it is to be established 
and set upon her own base. 

Ques. What is the meaning of the 
above? 

Ans. It doubtless means that Baby- 
lon is to be rebuilt on her former 
base, the ephah representing com- 
merce and the woman representing 
wickedness will also be placed in the 
midst of the commercial world. The 
wind in the wings of the two women 
doubtless represents the rapidity of 
replacing the city on her own base. 
Gen. 10:10 shows that Shinar is the 
place where Babylon was formerly lo- 
cated. The above is too plain to 
doubt that Babylon shall be rebuilt. 
Some may say, “I thought you were 
looking for the coming of the Lord, 
yet you say that Babylon is to be re- 
built.” The last seven years will be 
a time of wonders being wrought by 
the antichrist and false prophet by 
the power of Satan, especially the first 
three years and a half during the time 
of the greatest prosperity the world has 
ever known. They will be greatly in 
need of this great commercial city, so 
doubtless within the first three years 
and a half, the city will go up as a 
mushroom, to go down in an hour. 
Verse 10. 

Ques. Just before her destruction 
what does he hear a voice from heav- 
en saying? 

Ans. The voice will say, “Come out 
of her my people, that ye be not par- 
takers of her sins, and that ye recetve 
not of her plagues.” Verse 4. 

Ques. What does this mean? 

Ans. It doubtless means that His 
people whom He had saved and sane- 
tified should separate themselves from 
the worldly lukewarm Laodicean class 
of people called Christians (but rep- 
resented by the woman on the beast) 
lest they should partake of her sins. 
This is a call to be ready for the final 
rapture. It is also a call to the Jews 
who will doubtless be in the great 
city for the purpose of making money. 
He says come out of her lest they re 
ceive of her plagues. He will have 
to get His people out before He can 
destroy the city. 

Ques. What will he eall on the 
apostles and prophets (who are in 
the air above referred to as heaven) 
to do? 

Ans. He will call on them to rejoice 
because God hath avenged you on her. 
Verse 20. 

Ques. How far back does this eity 
reach”? 

Ans. Not only to the apostles but to 
the prophets. Babylon was the begin. 
ning of the Gentile nations with Nim- 
rod as king. 

Ques. What is further said of Baby- 
lon in verses 23,24? 

Ans. By her sorceries were all the 
nations of the earth deceived. Also 
in her was found the blood of the 
prophets and saints and of all that 
were slain upon the earth. This great 
and rich city, the center of all com- 
merce, the capital of the world, the 
place where the antichrist’s throne is, 
also like Rome, the home and central 
city of the Catholic church, this great 
city of Babylon will be the commerci- 
al center and also the religious center 
for the millions offering allegiance to 
the antichrist. Babylon literally and 
spiritually must go. Amen.

From the days of the apostles ev- 
erything went well with the Church 
until, for convenience or other rea- 

; sons, they established separate head- 
quarters, and part of the Church went 

‘ to Rome and part of it to the old 
headquarters at Jerusalem, thus being 

, Separate in their annual gatherings, 

! and different doctrines being launched 
by both places they became divided 
in doctrine. When they tried to get 
together they failed because of both 

- holding that they were right. Had 
they all had one headquarters where 
all matters were settled, this might 
not have taken place. Thus we see 
the need of one and every place work- 
ing in harmony with it. This will 
keep false teaching from coming in. 

: Tam glad that we are relieved of 
mwdking laws or setting forth new 
doctrines. They are already estab- 
lished and ail we have to do is to 
preach them. We are all working to- 
gether and not separately and this con- 
vention is for the express purpose of 
bringing about a closer union and fel- 
lowship among tie different churches 
in this state

Other conventions or assemblies 
were held in the days of the apostles 
besides the one at Jerusalem. While 
the one at Jerusalem was the Gen- 
eral Assembly, yet we find a gathering 
together at Antioch in which Paul 
apd Barnabas were ordained. Acts 18. 
‘Also, we find that Paul calied the 
elders (0 Miletus and gave an address 
before them in which he charged them 
to feed the flock. This might be more 
applicable to our General Overseer 
calling the siate overseers and elders 
together and giving them instructions, 
but we conclude that if it is good for 
the General Overseer to call the state 
overseers and elders together and give 

“them general instructions, it. is also 
necessary that the state overseer call 
together the state officials, such as 
district overseers, pastors, deacons, 
clerks and laymen that the work may 
be more thoroughly understood by all. 


* Not only this but there are many who 


Cannot attend the General Assembly 
that can come to the’state convention 
and thus be instructed in the teach- 
itigs of the Church more thoroughly. 
We have had a slight change this 
year in state officials and the direc- 
* tion of affairs in general and no doubt 
it was a surprise to many of you as it 
was to me. We are glad, however, 
that we love the Lerd -and He has 
‘ promised that everything would work 
together for our good if we loved Him. 
Most always after a political change 
in our nation, state or county, every- 
thing ‘seems dull and blocked for 
awhile. We are glad that our changes 
are unlike political changes. The 
Chureh of God runs on smoothly re- 
gardless of changes, and the reason 
is, that it is God’s machine and He is 
running it and He can keep it in 
’ @pération even though He sees fit to 
change some parts of it.’ I was asked

eareful. [ am sure that this is a time 
that we should learn a lesson of care- 
fulness in everything. The Philippian 
church was admonished to be careful 
for nothing. Ministers should always 
know that they are on the right side 
or not be on any side at all. I feel 
that now I should mention a few of 
the things that require our careful at- 
tention at this time and that are of 
vast importance especially in this 
state. 


First, Concerning organized labor. 
As is known by all present there is a 
great stir now in the union mining 
districts of this state and in time 
past there has been serious trouble 
resulting in bloodshed. We cannot 
stop these troubles but we can stay 
out of them. I have heard of some 
of our people taking part in. these 
labor troubles and openly saying that 
they belonged to the union and would 
not fellowship any one who was not 
a union man. I am sure that any- 
thing that would break your fellow- 
ship with a Chureh of God member 
is detrimental to your salvation. I do 
not want any of our ministers to take 
sides with or preach in favor of the 
labor union as they have their or- 
ganizers and are paying them to 
speak for them. Let us stay on our 
job and preach the doctrines of the 
Church of God. Neither do I think 
it is expedient for any of our minis- 
ters to be waging a fight against 
unions as standing either way will be 
against your influence. If you do not 
know the ruling of the Church of God 
concerning labor unions you should 
read and for the benefit of those 
present I will now read it from the 
Minutes of the Eleventh Annual As- 
sembly, held at Cleveland, Tenn., Nov. 
1-7, 1915, on page 18. 

“The Assembly of the Churches of 
God stands for the full standard laid 
down in the Bible. Therefore, the 
members of the Church of God shall 
not be members of any lodge or labor 
union, nor voluntarily pay any dues 
to them for any cause. If, however, 
the company by which members are 
employed holds back a part of their 
wages for any cause, such members 
are not responsible but it has hap- 
pened to them according to the Scrip- 
ture, ‘Behold the hire of the laborers 
who have reaped down your fields 
* * * is * * * kept back by fraud.’ ” 
I am sure that this is sufficient to 
keep us out of any trouble along this 
line if we will adhere to it and I feel 
sure that we will. 

Second. The influence of some of 
our ministers has been almost ruined 
by them making appointments and 
failing to fill them. Some time ago I 
went to a certain church to preach. 
I had written ahead and made the ap- 
pointment and was expecting a large 
congregation. I did not have far to 
go so I waited until late and walked 
over. When I arrived I found only 
a smal! crowd gathered. The deacon 
came to me and said, “Brother Sim- 
mons, the house would have been full 
tonight if the people had been sure 
that you were coming, but they met 
the train and you did not come on 
it and thought it was just another 
time to be disappointed.” I said to 
him, “Brother, when I give out the 
appointment here, you can assure the 
people that I will be here or they 
will receive word why.” 

Beloved, I am afraid we are not as 
careful about our word as we should 
he. Paul in his epistle to the Colos- 
sians said, “Lie not one to another,” 
and if Paul saw the need of warning 
the members against this, it might 
also be well for the ministers to be 
careful. The enemy is always looking 
for something but we do not want to 
give him areason to,speak against 
us: Telephone and telegraph wires 
are stretched in a network almost 
over the entire continent and we 
should use them rather than to ever 
disappoint a congregation that is de 
pending on us. It will finally result 
in very poor attendance at any church, 


if we fail to fill our appointments 
several times. ‘It may seem like 
boasting but if it is, it is in the 


truth, I have never disappointed a 
congregation in my nine years of the 
ministry. Once or twice I could not 
go but I either wired or sent some 
ohe to take my place. 
Third. I also wish to sound a note 
of warning against our ministers tak- 
ing sides with any faction or division 
that might arise in his church. I have 
known of this being. done and when 
the members on the opposite side saw 
that their. pastor was against them 
and that he preached at them every 
time they eame to church, they be- 
came discouraged and gave -up. ‘Some 
ministers'‘might have thought that 
this was a sign that ‘they were. right 
in their stand; but not always so. If 
we fave love.for all and take sides 
with none we possibly might’ be able 
{46 win them’ all back to: unity and 
harmony again. One who: has become 
Cold and indifferent needs to be loved 
and not to be kicked down and out. 
We must save every-one that we can,’ 
for we do not want any to backslide. 
Fourth. If we ever heeded’ preach- 
ers it is now, and I feel ‘that ‘the 
Church should send up a’concert pray-’ 
er for God to give them to’us.' We 
cannot be too careful, however, in 
selecting them’ or’ setting ‘them’ forth 
for the ministry. ‘Many have had ‘to 
have. their ministry revéked: who 
should have never been set forth. - It 
is better to: have some:real, good, men 
on the’ field without. license than to 
have some ‘on: the . field; with papers 
who ‘are not worthy:and who would 
bring reproach. on, the, Church, .

There are many things confronting 
us mow that require us te be very 


blessed in giving out the Word, en- 
courage them to go on and make full 


‘and establish Sunday schools in new 


‘in a new field will often pave the way 
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proof of their ministry and at the 
proper time the church will take the 
matter up and set them forth. From 
the best account we have, Paul 
preached a long time, possibly eleven 
years before he was ordained. If God 
has called one let him go and when 
he proves to be a blessing as a min- 
ister in the Church of God then set 
him forth. 

There seems to have bean little 
said in this state about the present 
financial system. At least I am afraid 
that we are behind many of the other 
states and we do not want to come 
behind in any good thing. If you 
could go with me on one visit over 
this state and see the needs of the 
churches who are practically without 
help and some of our ministers who 
vannot send their children to Sunday 
school because of insufficient clothing, 
I am sure you would see the need of 
carrying out our present financial sys- 
tem to the letter. Many good preach- 
ers are now having to work at secu- 
lar employment to earn a livelihood 
for their family. These should be on 
the field for the Lord and His Church, 
but the only way to get them there is 
for every member to pay tithes and 
put them in the Church treasury. The 
treasurer should always send what 
tithes he or she has on hand together 
with the church report on the last 
day of each month. 


We have done very little this year 
on missions, either home or foreign, 
and I hardly feel like criticising any 
on this point as times have been so 
hard with all, yet I can see the need. 
If we were paying enough Home 
Mission money from this state to pay 
or help pay an evangelist to open new 
fields where it seems impossible to 
get into without a fund like this, I 
am sure that great good would be ac- 
complished in this state by it. Let 
us try and doa little better along 
this line. 

I am_ especially interested at this 
time in the way that a few of our 
churches have taken up the orphanage 
work. Some time ago a_ spirit to 
help the orphans came over a certain 
church. They did not have any pas- 
tor to boost it and the members had 
been out of work for some time but 
the spirit was there and they had to 
do something. They went to work 
and in just a few minutes over twen- 
ty-five dollars were raised to help 
care for the little fatherless and moth- 
erless darlings. If every church in 
this state could do that only once a 
year (and I am sure they could and 
never miss it) what a great help it 
would be. Possibly you do not know 
that we have a few of the little bright 
faced fellows from this state in the 
home, but we have and they with the 
others that are down there belong to 
us—the Church of God. It is up to 
us to feed, clothe and take care of 
them. There are many others who 
are now reaching out their hands for 
help from this state and no doubt will 
be taken as soon as a place can be 
made for them. I want to make this 
appeal to every district overseer and 
pastor, that they appoint a committee 
or an individual in every community 
to represent the orphanage work. The 
duty of these will be to gather food 
or clothing or anything that might 
be used by the children to an advan- 
tage. Many times people have clothes 
left on hand that have been outgrown 
or for various’ other reasons, and the 
tloth is'as good as new. These could 
be made into nice little garments for 
the orphans. Many times. my chil- 
dren -kave worn clothes that were 
made over and I thought they were 
new until wife told me differently. 
I wish also for a short time to call 
your attention to the Sunday school 
work. While we have many large 
flourishing Sunday schools in this 
state, there are quite a few churches 
that have no Sutday school at all. I 
am sure that every church should 
have a Sunday school and reach out 


places as much as possible. It will 
be found that a good Sunday school
